Explain Rates For 

Christinas Mailings 



Death Takes Mrs/Rogers, 
Born in Antioch in 1868 



Sudden death stopped Thanksgiving 
festivities at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. R. Moons of Dollivcr, Iowa, when 
Mrs. W. R. Rogers, aunt of the Moons 
died of a severe heart attack shortly 
after arriving at the Moon home, Nov. 
28, 1940. 

Mrs. Rogers was well known here 
in Antioch. She was the daughter of 
David and Eunice Bates and was born 
here January 26, 1868 on Main street 
in a house located where the oil sta- 
tion formerly operated by George 
Bartlett now stands. She was married 
to W. R. Rogers on A"pril 19, 1885. 

Besides her husband she leaves a 
son, Raymond of Rolfc, Iowa, and a 
daughter, Cora Klein of Humbolt, la. 

Mrs. Anna Kelly and Ruth Ferris 
visited them last September in their 
home in Rolfc, Iowa. .

A great deal of confusion has been 
caused among patrons of the Antioch 
post office through a lack of under- 
standing of the proper postage rates 
for first and third class mail, accord- 
ing to Postmaster Roy I. Kufalk. 

"Every mailing is classified accord- 
ing to the nature of the contents of 
the envelope," Kufalk said. "If your 
envelope contains written or typewrit- 
ten matter it is properly chargeable, 
at the first class rates of postage. For 
letters mailed for delivery in the village 
the rate is one cent per ounce; two 
cents per ounce for rural delivery; and 
three cents for each ounce or fraction 
thereof - when addrcsed to other cities. 
This mail should be sealed." 

If envelopes contain greeting cards 
which have no personal message other 
than a mere greeting, such as "Merry 
Christmas," and the like, and the name 
of the sender, they may be mailed at 
the third clsas rate of two ounces for 
one cent. This classification must not 
be sealed. 

To Seal or Not To Seal 

Since the content oF an envelope de- 
termines its classification, Kufalk ex- 
plains, then in order to mail third class 
matter as first class mail, the envelope 
should be sealed. The local rate for 
first class scaled mail is one cent per 
cunce. In cities manitaining a city de- 
livery service the rate is two cents per 
ounce for local scaled mail. 

First class mail is forwarded if a 
forwarding address is on file, and if 
undeliverablc will be returned to the 
sender " if return address has been 
.placed on the mailing. It is advisable 
to place your return card on ajl mail, 

Third class mail will not 'be forward- 
ed or returned without a new prepay- 
ment of postage. 

Persons who have large mailings can 
very materially assist the postal clerks 
by placing all letters stampwisc and 
handing them to the clerk. Christmas 
seals and other stickers should not 
be placed on the address side of let- 
ters. 

Air mail will cut delivery time by 
50 per cent. Special delivery is recom- 
mended in addition to air mail when 
sender wishes to expedite his mailings.

Speaker Tells Lions 
at Dinner Meeting 

Bill Fogerty, Ins. Executive, 
Gives Talk; Lions Dis- 
cuss Winter Sports 

The use of the right word at • the 
right time many-times means the suc- 
cess or failure, of your undertaking, 
members of the Antioch Lions club 
and their guests were told by Bill Fog- 
erty, speaker at the dinner meeting 
held Monday night at Bob Hardman's 
resort. 

Fogerty, an insurance executive and 
a recognized authority on forceful and 
effective English, held the closest at- 
tention of his hearers for nearly an, 
hour while he spoke on the subject 
"Words as Working Tools." His talk* 
dealt almost entirely with diction- 
choice of words, rather than with 
rhetorical or grammatical features of 
the language. By the use of charts and 
humorous anecdotes the speaker drove 
home in an effective manner the use 
of words as related to successful sales- 
manship and as a means of self-ex- 
pression. 

Not Understood — Martyred 
Differentiatingjbetwcen the phrases 
"to misunderstand" and "not to under- 
stand," the speaker pointed out that 
two of the world's greatest characters 
had been martyred because they had 
not been understood — Jesus Christ 
and the Greek philosopher Socrates. 

While Fogerty's address was direct- 
ed chiefly to the laymen, he has lec- 
tured on this subject before a score of 
colleges and universities. His talk here 
was entertaining, instructive and mas-- 
terful. Many favorable comments - 
were heard following the address, 
among them, one by Bob Hardman, 
who "allowed" that Bill Fogerty "had' 
something on the ball." 

Discuss Winter Sports 
Following the fine venison dinner 
served by the Hardmans, and the ad- 
dress by Bill Fogerty, the club dis- 
cussed the proposed promotion of win- 
ter sports. Just what part the club 
will have in thjs year's effort was left 
undecided and will come before the 
board of directors, probably tomorrow. 
Legal advice will be sought as to the 
extent of the club's liability, in possible 
cases of personal injuries of those who 
will use the toboggan slide or otITer 
equipment provided for public -use. 
Guard Against "Injury Racket" 
While there are many public spirited 
citizens who arc willing and even an- 
xious to have a part in promotion of all* 
forms of recreational facilities, it was' 
pointed out that cognizance must be 
taken of the "personal injury" racket 
which has grown to vast proportions 
in this country. There arc many legiti- 
mate cases of damage or injury, but it 
must be remembered that there are 
unscrupulous persons who set out with* 
the express purpose of becoming in-, 
jured (but not too seriously) and then;

The first Seal Sale netted a total of $600. 

In 1920 the Lake County Tuberculosis Institute was 
reorganized under the name of the Lake County Tuber- 
culosis Association, and since that time in 1929, 1930, 
1931, 1932, and 1933 received a silver loving-cup for the 
gross Seal Sale in the state of Illinois, outside of Cook 
County. These cups were won with amounts of from 
55,068.50 to $8,160.59. 

The last four years the Associatoin has been only 
able to reach third place in total sales in Illinois, outside 
of Cook County. This has been due to strong associa- 
tions in DuPage county and Winnebago county. Winne-

seals. They sold so rapidly that soon there was money 
enough to build a children's hospital and the lives of 
many little ones were saved. But while the King of 
Denmark and his family provided money for printing and 
advertised the sale by sponsoring it, the interesting 
point is that the idea came from a man of the people 
who have little money but great sympathy for the sick 
and helpless. In a very real sense the Christmas Seal 
was born among the not-so-wealthy classes, and has 
been supported by them ever since. 

Then it came to America. A Jacob Riis, a great 

American who had come as a poor emigrant boy from 

Denmark, received one of these Christmas Seals on a 

letter from his old home. At once he wrote to find out 

about it, because he was that sort of man. When he 

secured his information, he thought the idea was a good 

one from America, too, so he wrote an article about it 

for a popular magazine. And down in Wilmington, 

Delaware, a woman who wanted desperately to aid a 

tuberculcos pavilion for some sick children whom she 

loved, read the article and decided to try the Christmas 

Seal idea. Her name was Emily P. Bisscll. 

In America there was no royal family to whom to 



over $10,000. Lake county came in third with $9,471.14. 

For the 1940 Christmas Seal Sale, the Lake County 
Tuberculosis Association has mailed 18,120 regular let- 
ters with two to five sheets of Christmas Seals. Quietly 
in the mail every year to thousands of families in Lake 
County go thousands of letters containing these Seals. 
No oratory is needed to stir the people. If they want 
to buy all of the Seals, or part of them, or if they wish 
to give a larger contribution than the amount of Seals 
in the letters, they may send the money into Seal Sale 
Headquarters in th oCourt House, Waukcgan Some 
Headquarters in the Court House, Waukegan. Some 
cannot afford to keep the Seals, others knowing this to 
loss. 







This year, also, the Association mailed 1,080 letters 
wtih special pleas for a larger contribution than the 
regular letter. Some of the letters contained Christmas 
Seal Sale Health Bonds from $5 to $100, from which 
the Association has had a very generous response in the 
first three days of the Sale.

" LESSON TEXT— Luko 11 : MS. 

{GOLDEN TEXT— Ask. and It ihan be 
given you: seek, and ye snail find; Knock, 
and It shall be opened unto you.— Luke li:°. 

Teach us to pray! 
: Tho request of the apostles was 
"iinpt that He should teach them how 
to pray, for He had already done 
,thnt (see Matt. 6:5-7) In the Sermon 
on the Mount. What they needed, 
and what we need, is not so much 
to learn how to pray, but actually 
to pray. Prayer Is more talked 
about than practiced. We discuss 
the doctrine of prayer, the time of 
prayer, the manner of prayer, pos- 
ture in prayer; but how much do 
we really pray? 

This is a very important and plain 
question which we must face per- 
sonally, "Do I pray, or do I only 
talk about praying?" Let us not try 
to dodge it or excuse ourselves; let 
us face it honestly, do something 
% aboiit.it, and know God's richer and. 
fuller blessing for our lives. 
JWe have In our lesson, 
I. A Principle of Prayer (v. 9). 
The one who has a right to call 
• God his "Father" <v.-2) has a Tight 
'to come and "ask" God for what- 
ever he needs. God expects His 
children to ask, and many "have 
not, because ye ask not" (James 
4:2). Give God a chance to an- 
swer you by asking, but be sure to 
ask aright, not for your own selfish 
purposes (James 4:3). The real 
' asker is also a seeker — he doesn't 
ask and run away empty-handed- 
he persists. He not only "seeks," 
but he "knocks" at God's door. A 
knock is an evidence of faith— ex- 
pectancy, and often persistency— all 
. essential in real prayer.

There is no one who can teach us 
to pray better than Jesus, for He 
"practiced what He preached." He 
prayed. It was seeing Him pray 
that led the disciples to ask Him to 
teach them to pray. To profess 
vis one thing, but it is for better to 
practice. The teacher who does not 
practice prayer will accomplish lit- 
tle in teaching this lesson, but the 
one who prays, though able to say 
but little, will cause many to say, 
"Teach me to pray." 

For he practice of prayer, Jesus 
taught His disciples a model pray- 
er. This does not mean that this is 
the only prayer to be offered, nor 
that it is the only form of prayer. 
As suggested, it is rather a model. 
This prayer opens with a recog- 
nition of God as Father, followed 
by a reverent petition that His name 
may be hollowed; that Is, , thai : He 
may have glory as His will js done 
and His kingdom established in the 
hearts of men. Those who have that 
BDiritual life and attitude are ready 
to ask for the supply of daily needs, 
and above all forgiveness of sin and 
deliverance from temptation. Note 
that verse 4 is not the prayer of the 
unsaved for forgiveness and regen- 
eration, for that is all of grace (Eph. 
2-8) 'The man outside (of the king- 
dom) gets his forgiveness with no 
condition; but once he is in the king. 
dom of the Son of God's love he 
lives within the laws of that king- 
dom. Then he does not get forg ve- 
ness unless he is ready to forgive, 
• unless he has forgiven" (Morgan).

} Many folks wrote mc last year for 
recipes on . how to create new and

7 these enterprising women have tired of 
the conventional tree and the wreath 
encircling a red bulb at the window. 
| This s year, fortunately, numerous 
novelties using lights are on the mar- 
ket. But if a shopping tour doesn't 
quite "ring the bell"- for the decora- 
tions you have in mind, perhaps the 
two effects shown above will do. At 



least,, they may give birth to a better 
idea of your own. 

A simple yet effective treatment for 
the mantel may be made by surround- 
ing the base of a standard candolicr 
with holly or pine. In this instance, 
instead of ordinary Christmas tree 
lights, candle-like amber-tinted lamps, 
referred to as "T-3J4" by dealers, were 
used. The miniature trees at each end 
of the mantel consist of two planes 
cut from heavy white cardboard. The 
silhouette effect is obtained by burning 
colored C-7 Y* lamps in the manner as 
shown in the^ above sketch.

Italian Army's Chief of Staff Resigns 
As Greeks Drive Further Into Albania; 
Nazi Pour Into Rumania Amid Chaos; 
U. S. Aid Held Vital to British Victory 

' '" Kdb '"S Applies curtaUed. ta- 
ports of fresh fruits banned and 
fewer meat shipments forecast. 

Shipping losses were estimated at 
4.500,000 tons a year. It was 600 000 
tons a month at the height of the 
U-boat campaign in 1917. Partial 
British answer to this was found in 
R A. F. bombings of submarine 
bases in France and Belgium. Brit- 
ish war on German production also 
was made in bombings on a score 
of continental cities. 

The Way Ahead 

Eyes of all were on the rate of 
production of planes and munitions 
in the United States. Here may be 
the final test, if the British can 
hold out to mid-summer. Am crl £ an 
planes sent to Britain in October 
numbered 281. Scheduled for No- 
vember were 390. For January the 
figure is 350, and 400 by April, to 
be increased to 900 by January, 
1942.

will have 50,000 planes of its own. 
But an 4, all-out speed-up would 
even revise these figures upward. 

RUMANIA: 

Death and Terror 

In 1923 a Polish mystic in Ruma- 
nia formed a fascist, anti-Semitic 
movement under the name or 
League of the Archangel Michael, 
later to become the Iron Guard. His 
followers wore green shirts. At the 
same time in Germany an Austrian 
beer hall orator launched a similar 
campaign known as National Social- 
ism. His followers wore brown 
shirts. 

In 1938, the Iron Guard, admirers 
of their German counterpart and 
allegedly financed by them, were 
outlawed by King Carol following 
a long list of bombings and out- 
rages. Corneliu Zelca Condreanu, 
the Guard leader, was imprisoned. 
Later it was announced he had been 
shot dead while trying to escape. 

Three months ago German pres- 
sure pushed Carol from his throne 
and put the Iron Guard in control. 
But the grecn-shirted legions 
yearned for revenge. They attained 
that revenge when a band of several 
hundred forced their way into a 
fortress prison, took from cells 69 
anti-guardist leaders and executed 
them. Included was Gen. George 
Argesauto, premier at the time of 
Condreanu's death. 

Civil War 

The Bucharest government of 
Premier Gen. Ion Antoncscu quick- 
ly expressed disapproval in the 
name of party discipline. The pre- 
mier is titular head of the Iron 
Guard. Even with strict censor- 
ship it was learned that there had 
been wholesale resignations of army 
officers in protest. But the assas- 
sinations continued and units of the 



DUCE'S GAMBLE: 
Stakes Are Raised 

In Athens, wives of the German 
legation staff are knitting for Greek 
soldiers fighting Italy, Berlin's Axis 
partner. There were other indica- 
tions Germany was in no hurry to 
come to Mussolini's rescue in Al- 
bania. It was said Hitler had ad- 
vised against the campaign and 
since the Duce had gone ahead any- 
how, he should be given time to 
consider the consequences of effront 
to the leader. Mussolini apparently 
was doing penitence. Already he 
had relieved one commander in tne 
field, another at home and ordered 
more Fascist legions committed to 
the Balkan campaign. 

There were other, more practical 
reasons, why his drive first bogged 
down and then turned into retreat. 
These were: British aid in the air 
and sea, which made hazardous his 
lines of communication; unwise an- 
ticipation of mechanized units in 
mountain regions; insufficient use or 
the Italian air corps; Greek stra- 
. tegic ability which made the most or 
Italian losses. 

! "Resignation" of Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio as chief of the Italian gen- 
eral staff was also announced of- 
ficially in Rome. This fact gave 
some indication of the tough going 
of Mussolini's plans for a "quickie 
war in Greece. Badoglio was re-

ENGLAND'S CRISIS:

Supplies is the key, and Hitler 
hopes to so cripple British produc- 
tion that the anticipated spring drive 
will be made easier.

FARM SHOW: 
Girl Is Winner 

At the forty-first annual Interna- 
tional Livestock Exposition and Hay 
and Grain show In Chicago, the 
major event for junior cattlemen 
and farmers was won by Evelyn 
Asay, of Mt. Carroll, 111. It was 
the junior steer competition and 
Miss Asay carried away honors with 
her Hereford steer Sargo. 

Then Sargo went on to even great- 
er glory. He was picked as the 
Grand Champion steer of the expo- 
sition, the highest honor in cattle- 
dom. Later he was sold to the Fire- 
stone Tire and Rubber company at 
the fancy price of $3.30 per pound. 
This cash and the money won in 
prizes by the animal will be used as 
a down payment for a farm for the 
Asay family, according to Evelyn, 
who was hailed as the toast of the 
show. 

Iowa State university was the win- 
ner of the collegiate judging con- 
test, scoring 4.436 points out of a 
possible 5,000. Texas A. & M. col- 
lege placed second with 4,400 and 
Ohio State university third with 
4,394. 

SLAM AT WAR: 

Another Invasion 

In the World war Sinm (Thailand) i 
fought on the side of the Allies. Sev- 
eral thousand troops were brought 
to France, but military experts aft- 
er estimating their combat possibili- J 
ties, assigned them to truck driving 
in the Pans district. 

Now Siam has attacked France, 
troops invading parts of helpless 
Indo-China. The French garrison 
there, split in allegiance to the 
Vichy and De Gaulle governments 
and beleaguered by Die Japanese, 
arc not expected to put up a strong 
defense. 

Objective 

There is little cause for war be- 
tween the two countries and the 
original attack came onlv after the 
usual "border incidents" which eas- 
ily can be inspired or imagined. 

Actually the behind-the-scenes 
* ; nsor is believed to be close nf- 
fection between Japan and the pres 
ent Siamese government led by Pre- 
mier Gen. Laung Bipul Sonogram, 
and all eyes are glued on Singa- 
pore, near-bj British naval bare, 
the chief British strong point in the 
Far East. Singapore is impregna- 
ble from the sea. but believed vul- 
nerable by land. Should Japanese 
and Siamese forces unite in Indo- 
China, it would pave the way for 
joint movement by land against 
Singapore. 

U, S. Reaction 

Washington looks upon Singapore 
as the best restraining influence in 
the Far Mast on Japan. News of 
the Siamese attack brought imincdi- 
ate reaction here. Announcement 
was made of an additional loan of 
$50,000,000 to the Chinese National- 
ist government, with an additional 
$00,000,000 to be made available 
later. 

DRAFT REJECTIONS: 
A r of Fit to Fight 

About 15 per cent of the first 14 . 
500 men who answered the initiii. 
summons under selective service 
are back home, judged by arms 
physicians as sub-standard physical 
ly. All the men previously had beei 
passed by their local draft boar, 
physicians, but army doctors wen 
more thorough and used X-ray* 
Chief cause for rejection was sub 
standard teeth and eyesight. 

The high i ejection percentage woe 
a surprise to the army. They had 
expected a rejection not higher than 
2 per cent. Immediate steps were 
taken to call additional men from 
each draft board where a man was 
rejected before being inducted. 

MISCELLANY: 

C A third recent major airline dis- 
aster occurred in Chicago when a 
large United Air Lines passenger 
plane crashed, killing eight and in- 
luring ejght. The plane was de- 
scendmg for a landing and was only 
five seconds' flying time from the 
Municipal airport runways when its 
engines stalled. It fell, crashed into 
a house, n garage and an electric 
power line and then slammed to 
the ground. Preliminary investiga- 
tion indicated ice on the wings mav 
hove caused the crash.
